WHICH WILL THE O10 DEMOCRATS 
‘ SELECT 


TO MAKE THE RACE FOR GOVERNOR. 


Meeting of the Ohio State Democratic Con- 
vention at Dayiton—A Great Demon- 
stration by Different Clubs. 


Daytow, Ohio, August 27.—Every train 
coming in adds crowds to the throngs who are 
gathering for the democratic state convention 
and flags and banners are displayed at every 
possible point. Without respect to party the 
city is given up to the enjoyment of the parade 
of clubs, and bands are playing and men 
marching in all directions. It is to be a mam- 
moth demonstration led by the Duckworth 
club of Cincinnati, two hundred strong. The 
busy scenes are around the headquarters of 
Hon. James E. Campbell and Hon. Lawrence 
T. Neal, from which all manipulations radiate. 
Itis asharp fight between these two for the 
nomination for governor, and the most skilled 
democrats of the state are in it. 

The Neal party, in the endeavor to stavo off 
the nomination until after the first ballot, are 
devoting their energies to breaking it to de!e- 
gations that have been rated solid for Camp- 
bell, and their persistent claims to have made 
inroads has had the effect at least of cheering 
up the Neal men and causing more careful 
and systematic work on the part of the Camp- 
bell following. 

HOW COUNTY DELEGATIONS STAND. 

Neal claims a number of the Hamilton 
county delegation, but will only get eight votes 
there. Montgomery county is solid for Camp- 
bell, though Neal has several personal friends 
in it. Franklin county is divided. Cuyahoga 
county is controlled by Virgil P. Kline, who 
aspires to second place on the ticket. Lucas 
county is for Campbell]. Three hundred and 
ninety-six votes are necessary to nominate and 
most carefully revised figures give Campbell 
425 votes on the first ballot. 

Hon. M. D. Harter will be made chairman 
of the convention without the slightest oppo- 
sition and there is nothing in sight to indicate 
a controversy upon any point other than the 
usual trifling friction incident to the organiza- 
tion of a large convention like this. 


MONTANA DEMOCRATS. 


The State Convention in Session at Anaconda 

HELENA, Montana, August 27.—The demo- 
ervtic state convention at Anaconda was called 
to order yesterday by A. J. Davidson. A. 
Clarke of Butte, was made temporary, and 
afterward. permanent chairman. The order of 
business was then so amended as to call for re 

rt on committee on platform before nomi- 
nations were made, and after making Martin 
Maginnis chairman of that committee, the 
convention adjourned to meet today 
‘at 10 a. m. The convention is the 
most representative one held in _ the 
territory. The leaders of different wings havo 
determined to sink all personal differences 
and nominate men whoitis thought can win, 
no matter to what faction they belong. In 
carrying out this programme it is said J. K. 
Toole, of Helena, will be the nominee 
for governor; B. R. Toole, of Anaconda, for 
representative in congress, and Martin Magin- 
nis to have one of senators, in case the demo 
crats obtain control of the legislature. 

TOOLE NOMINATED.

DYING BY HUNDREDS. 


Cattle in Southern Kansas and Indian Ter- 
ritory Dying Rapidly. 

Kansas City. Mo., August 27.—Reliable 
news of the greatest importance to cattlemen 
in all sectionsof the United States comes 
from the southern line of Kansas and pasture 
lands of Indian Territory. There has bcen 
for some time asuspicion among cattle dealers 
that herds of nativeand Texas cattle which 
range in the territory were afflicted with 
the Texas fever, but nothing definite 
could be learned. A man named Wiliam 
Johnson has just returned from a 
trip to Oklahoma, and passed through 
the country where the herds 
are pastured. As he made the trip on horse- 
back he was able to thoroughly investigate the 
trouble. He says that not only are the natives 
afflicted but thorough Texans are dying by 
hundreds in the pastures south of Arkansas 
City. The symptoms are exactly the same as 
the Texas fever but thorough Texans have 
never been known todie of the disease. He says 
cattle are being shipped to market from the 
pastures where carcasses are lying in hundreds 
and of the same brands as those shipped and 
that they are considered good 
rough for canners stock and ° ev- 
erything goes. A-colored man who bought 
130 head of good natives. and had them in 
pasture with thorough Texas has already lost 
over half of his herd and the rest are dying 
rapidly. This incident is repeated from sev- 
eral pastures and the cattlemen are 
becoming much alarmed. Among the cattle 
raisers it is the actual belief that tho disease is 
not Texas fever, but something eyen more 
serious. It is said the managers of the Kansas 
City stock yards will take immediate action in 
the matter. and try to prevent the shipping of 
catile from points where the disease is raging. 


TUE JOKE ON THE CANADIANS. 
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They Have Eeen Howling Where They were 
not Interested. 

WasuInGton, August 27.—If an unofficial 
rumcr which has reached the state departmen 
is contirmed it will give almost a comical effect 
to the angry remonstrance of the Canadians 
against the operations of the revenue steamer 
Rush in the Behring sea. The story is to the 
effect that the steam sealer Black Diamond, 
which was the first vessel siezed this year, is 
owned in a large degree, if not entirely, by cit- 
izeus of the United States. This information 
came to the department incidentally while a 

uiet inquiry was being made into the truth of 
the statement that the United States vice con 
sul at Victoriais interested largely in some 
colonial vessels illegally sealing in Behring 
sea, which statement has so far not been offi- 
cially confirmed.

Birmingham Unloading Her Ex-Convicts 
Upon the Greasers. 

BrrMiInGuHAM, Ala., August 27.—[{Special.]— 
About one hundred negruv miners left this city 
today for Mexico. They go to work in the 
coal mines in one of the interior statos of that 
republic. An agent of a Mexican mining com- 

any has been here several days quietly work- 
ng up the exodus, and he will return in a 
short time for more men. High wages and 
liberal iuducements of various kinds are 
offered the negroes. If those who left today 
are pleased with the work in Mexico, they 
will report to their friends here and several 
hundred others will follow. Most of the negro 
miners here are ex-convicts, and learned the 
trade while serving their sentence. The com- 
munity is glad to be rid of them, as many of 
them are dangerous characters. '

BirnMINGHAM, Ala., August 27.—[Special.]— 
The trainmen on the northbound Alabama 
Great Southern train, which arrived here at 8 :35 
tonight, report that two negroes were lynched 
Jast night about three miles this side of Merid- 
ian, Miss. The negroes were supposed to be 
Editors Bryant and Jones, of the Selma (Ala.) 
Independent." Editors Bryant, Jongs and 
Clark were run out of Selma last 
week on account of an_ incendiary 
editorial, and yesterday they were heard 
of near Meridian. The trainmen report that 
the three editors were seen eating supper in a 
restaurant in Meridian iast night, and an effort 
was made to capture them. Clark leaped 
through a window and escaped, but Jones and 
Bryant were captured. They were taken into 
the woods, about three miles from Meridian, 
and hung toa limb. Telegrams to Meridian 
tonight asking for particulars have not been 
answered, but the trainmen all say the story is 
true. The baggage master says he went out, 
and saw the bodies hanging to the tree. They 
say the bodies had been fully identified as

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THE RIOT AT JORDEN BROOK. * 


Drunken Negroes Havea Regular Battle— 
Several Killed. 


LitTLE Rock, Ark., August 27.—The Reg- 
ister prints the following: Information 
reached this city yesterday of a terrible negro 
riot at Jorden Brook, not far from Lockes— 
burg, in Sevier county, resulting in the death 
of several, and the wounding of many others. 
Jorden Brook is a small town situated on the 
edge of an immense strip of pine timber, many 
miles from the nearest telegraph ofiice. For 
some time the negroes of the county have been 
spending their Saturday nights in a jubilee 
ceremony in the woods near the town, and last 
Saturday night was sot as the time for an es- 
pecially large imi uproario:g gathering. <A 
great quantity of whisky was iuntroduced, peo- 
ple coming from all over the conntry to par- 
ticipate in the ‘“‘hurrah,’’ 

BEGINNING OF THE TROUBLE. 

Shortly after 9 o’cleck trouble began in a 
quarrel between Jos. Jordon and Wm. New- 
comb, and it ended in Newcomb shooting Jor- 
don in the breast with a load of turkey shot. 
The wounded man was carried into the woods, 
and while the fighting was still going on at 
the grounds, he died frem his wounds. 

Meanwhile the utmost confusion and uproar 
prevailed. Women scatiered to get out of the 
way, and men fired at each other in their 
drunken fury without kaowing whom they 
were shooting at. Inu the clamor that resulted, 
it was impossible tosecure the names of all 
the wounded and injured, but it is known that 
several were fatally hurt, while many are 
seriously wounded. Frank Holt is known to 
be dead with four builetsin his body, while 
Anderson Neal lay near him shot through the 
hip. These men wet in the darkness and 
promptly began the bittle with pistols. <As 
soon a8 the news reached Lockesburg, a posse 
of white men started for the scene of the dis- 
turbance, but the contestants had all disap- 
peared. When they arrived, the grounds were 
in great disorder, however, and there was 
every evidence of the deadly struggle that had 
taken place. 


THE WRIT DISMISSED. 


The State Courts of California Will Not 
Prosecute Justice Field. 

San Francisco, Cal., August 27.—The 
United States circuit court was officially in- 
formed today that the charges of murder 
againts Justice Stephen J. Field had been 
dismissed by the Stockton court. Judge 
Sawyer accordingly dismissed the habeas 
corpus proceeding in the case of Justcie Field, 
and said: 

**We are glad that the prosecution of Justice 
Field has been dismissed, founded, as it was, 
upon sola, reckless; and as to him, manifestly 
false affidavit of one whose relation to the 
matters leading to the tragedy, and whose ani 
mosity towards the courts and judges, 
who have found it their duty to 
decide against her, and especially towards 
Justice Field, isa part of judicial and notor- 
ious public history of the country. While a 
justice of the supreme courtof the United 
States, like every other citizen, is amenable to 
the laws, he is not iikely to commit so grave 
an offence as murder, and should he be so un- 
fortunate as to be unavoidably involved in any 
way in a homicide, he could not afford to 
escape if it were in his power todoso, and 
wien the act is so publicly performed by 
another, as in this instance, and is observed 
by so many witnesses, the officers cf the law 
should certainly have taken some little pains 
to ascertain the facts before proceeding to ar- 
rest so distinguished a dignitary and to attempt 
to incarcerate him in prison with felons or 
to put him in a position to be further degraded, 
and perhaps assaulted by one so violent as to 
be publicly reported, not only then, but on 

revious occasions, to have threatened his life. 

Ve are extremely gratified to find that 

through the action of the chief magistrate 
and attorney genera!, a higher officer of the 
law, we shall be spared the necessity of further 
inquiring as to the extent of the remedy af 
forded the -distinguished petitioner by 
the constitution and laws of the 
United States, of enforeing such reme- 
dies as exist, and that the stigma cast upon the 
state of California by this hasty and, to jcall it 
by no harsher term, ill-advised arrest, wil! not 
be intensified by further prosecution. Since 
the state proceeding has been dismissed, let the 
petitioner be discharged and the writ of habeas 
corpus dismissed.”’ 

The case of Deputy Marshal Nagle was also 
taken up in the circuit court, and Judge 
Sawyer announced that the time would be set. 
for the taking of testimony and arguing law 
points in regard to the jurisdiction of the fed- 
eral court. The counsel could not agree upon 
time for a hearing and the matter was post- 
poned until tomorrow,

In their affidavits for 
separate trials each swears that he knows ab- 

utely nothing about the murder. In conse- 
quence the men cannot, without becoming 
themselves perjurers, go upon the witness 
stand and tell anything about it. Only two of 
the accused are thus left by the attorneys for 
the defense open to become informers. ose 
two are Begs and Woodruff.

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| THOUSANDS IN LINE. 


PARADE OF THE GRAND ARMY MEN 
YESTERDAY. 


MILWAUKEE’S STREETS CROWDED. 


Mrs. Logan Given a Warm Reception—The 
» Band Plays “Marching Through Geor- 
gia” for General Sherman. 


MiILwavkKes, Wis,, August 27.—This morn- 
ing the cities and towns of the state seemed to 
have emptied themselves into Milwaukee. It 
is not an exaggeration to say that by noon 
fully 50,000 Wisconsin people from outside the 
city had arfived. There were a great many 
delegations which expected to reach the city 
last night, but were belated, and arrived be- 
tween seven and nine o’clock this morning. 
There wasa little more disorder in finding 
quarters than there was yesterday marnipg. 
as attention was centered on the parade, but 
most of the arrivals managed to find their 
quarters and getintoplacein time to move 
with the column. On every vacant spot in 
the most busy streets post commanders could 
be seen drilling their little squads of men and 
giving instructions for falling into line in the 
parade. Some of the posts were fewin num- 
ber, while others were large. Kansom post, 
of St. Louis, numbered more than any seen 
before. Whenthe column moved with its 
band it had nearly three hundred in line. 

MRS. LOGAN’S RECEPTION. 

In the hotels the crush was terrible. It was 
all one could do to force his way through. In 
the Plankiuton house especially, where Gen- 
eral Sherman, General Alger, Commissioner 
Tanner and Mrs. Logan were, crowds were 
standing aronnd waiting to geta glimpse of 
distinguished parties. Mrs. Logan coming 
down the steps from the large dining hall, 
about 9 o’clock, leaning on the arm of General 
Alger, was forced to hold an impromptu recep- 
tion, as a crowd of veterans from one direction 
and a bevy of ladies from an opposite direction 
rushed to greet her. Mrs. Logan had a distin- 
guished appearance, as she stooda step above 
the crowd before her. Her ruddy facesetina 
frame of silver white hair, wreathed with 
smiles, she seems to never tire of receiving the 
greettngs of the boys, aud certainly the boys 
never tire of greeting her. She divides honors 
with General Sherman. 

A GENERAL HOLIDAY. 

It was evident before eight o’clock this 
morning that there would be little business 
transacted inthe city today, and following the 
suggestions made by the mayor, a majority of 
the business houses closed doors and turned 
out to view the parade. The banks had azreed 
to close at 20’clock each day of the encamp- 
ment, but no business was being done and 
most of them clesed shortly after 12 o’clock. 

Though the parade was not to start from 
Twenty-seventh street tilTT o’clock, the peo- 

ple began to seek advantageous positions from 
which to view theline as early as 8 o’clock. 
In fact those from the intericr towns who came 
in as early as 7 o’clock, hired them at ence 
suitable locations, and there held their ground 
till the last veteran had passed by. 

At 9 o’clock the crowd that remained in the 
vicinityjof the Plankinton house hoping to getia 
sight of the distinguished people within moved 
up the avenue to take places on the cross 
streets. The great mass that moved up the 
grand avenue incline and out into side streets 
was not much less imposing than the columns 
of soldiers that marched down a few hours 
later. 

The fact that another change had been made 
in the march was not well received. After 
announcing pesitively that the line would not 
cross Grand av6énue bridge, people desirous of 
viewing the line, nade arraugements on the 
west side and were provoked to think they 
need not have made such arrangements. How- 
ever, giving the east side five blocks of the 
parade enabled thousands to see it who could 
not otherwise have done so. 

The parade has been the great eyent of the 
encampment, and while not solarge as some 
anticipated, was a well manazed, fine spec- 
tacle, and a complete success. A thing re- 
markable in the history of big processions was 
that it started ontime. The head of column 
began to move at10o’clock, and reached the 
reviewing stand on Grand avenue at 10:30. A 
conservative estimate of the number of men 
who passed that point places it at 55,000. A 
noticeable incident of the parade was the en- 
thusiasm of the old. veterans whenever they 
caught a glimpse of General Sherman. He 
was greeted with round after round of cheers, 
while |

not to play “‘Marching Through Georgia,’’ and 
the grizzled old hero of the triumphal march 
through the south had to listen to the tune 
that has dinned his ears ever since the war 
closed. Occasionally a veteran in the ranks 
would break out with a sally at his old general. 
One called out: “Oh! you’il live to fight 
through another war;’’ while another shouted : 
‘‘How about those chickens?’’ To the latter 
interrogatory, General Sherman, who was as 
tickled as a school boy, replied: 

“Oh! I never took trouble to inquire where 
they came from.”’ 

The Pennsylvania delegation made the best 
appearance of any post in the line and were 
conspicuous for their soldicrly bearing through- 
out the entire parade. There were 

MAGNIFICENT SPECTACLES 

to be seen about the time the parade started. 
One was observable from the intersection of 
Eighth street and Grand avenue looking down 
the avenue to the bridge. With the gaudily 
bedécked bridge as a back ground and the 
brilliant decorations all the way upon both 
sides of the sireet as side ligiits, the great, 
seething mass presented a panorama which no 
one who saw it is likely to forget in a life time. 
It was grand and imposing, and how gay it 
all looked withal. 

Another imposing spectacle was from Tenth 
street up Grand avenue. In the foreground 
was a solid phalanx of human beings, 
a sort of atmosphere of bright col- 
ors and good nature coverinzit all. <A little 
further on was the reviewing stand. with its 
drapery and freight of dignitaries and then in 
the distance the yellow plumes of the light 
horse squadron moving down the hillat the 
head of the great column between 

SOLID WALLS OF CHEERING HUMANITY. 

One not accustomed to see such gatherings 
would be likely to make a very wild guess if 
he attempted to state the number of people on 
the streets during the parade. Down Grand 
avenue from Fifth street every window and 
place where one could stand or sit was taken. 
Every window of the Blankington house 
blossomed with fair taces and pretty cos- 
tumes. 

THE CAMP FIRES. 

Overflowing central mares 3 fires were held to- 
night at Westside Turner hall and the Light 
Horse Squadron armory, besides a dozen 
minor ones. It was expected that General 
Sherman would speak at both the principal 
camp fires, but he failed to appear at either. 
A monster war song concert, attended by 
5,000 veterans and others, was given in a large 
tent in Juneau park. Mrs. John A. Logan 
was given a reception at the courthouse, and 
was escorted there by the entire Illinois de- 
partment of 2,000 veterans. Most of the state 
delegates met in caucus tonight on the choice 
of a commander-in-chief. The New England 
delegations informally agreed tosupport Judge 
Veasy, of Vermont. Minnesota also voted to 
support him. Ohio, Illinois and Michigan de- 
cided to support Alger. Pennsylvania and 
New York came to no conclusion.

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| THE LONDON STRIKE. 


The Dock Men March in Procession—The 
Strike Extending. 

Lonpon, August 27.—The printers employed 
by the firms of Eyre & Spottiswoode, Cassell 
& Co. and Waterloo & Son have struck. One 
hundred thousand striking dock laborers 
marched in procession today. They were or- 
derly. Coal men in thousands have joined the 
strikers, and the situation shows no signs of 
improvement. Meetings of employers and 
workmen continue to be held, but without 
result. The directors of the Commercial Dock 
company have declined an offer of the ser- 
vices of 3,000 Belgian laborers at four and a 
half pence per hour. 

The London chamber of commerce urges 
the dock managers to agree to arbitration. 
Sever members of the house of Commons in 
an interview with the dock directors today, 
appealed to them to concede the men’s de- 
mands. The directors promised to consider 
the matter, There are a few vessels unloading 
in Medway, to which the strike has not yet 
extended, 

_The Salvation Army, London Cottage Mis- 
sion, and similar bodies are materially assist- 
ing the strikers with cheap or gratutious meals 
and lodgings. The coal porters have rejected 
an offer from the London Dock company of a 
shilling an hour, dinner.and beer, and pro- 
tection from the strikers. A keynote, showing 
the importance of the movement, was struck 
by Mr. Burns at a meeting tonight. He pro- 
nounced the strike the stepping stone to a 
greater and nobler movement of workingmen 
throughout the country. The present struggle 
would teach a lesson of the union. When 
concluded, he would commense his work in 
East End. 

The Commercial Dock company has de- 
clined the proposals of delegates from leading 
houses of twelve different trades to submit to 
apbitraticn the grievances of the workmen. 
Teday the drivers of government mail carts 
demanded an advance of wages, which the 
postofiie authorities granted. 

INCREASING INSURANCE RATES, 

Lonpon, August 27.—Yesterday an extra in- 
surance of18 against pillage ansing from the 
civil riot was paid on vessels and docks here. 
Goods to the valne of millions were insured. 
To-day the rate rose to 3s 4d, and it is expected 
to be 4s Gd to-morrow. 

Berri, August 27.—A belief that the dock 
laborers strike in London will result in a gen- 
eral rise of wages throughout England, to the 
detriment of English competition with foreign 
markets, caused a general rise on the bourse 
here today in coal and iron mining shares.

A Terrible Disaster in Russia—Shocks in Cal- 


ifornia and Greece. 

Lonpon, August 27.—An earthquake was 
experienced on the Russian frontier yesterday. 
In the village of Khenzorik 129 persons were 
buried alive. 

ATHENS, August 27.—The earthquake that 
was felt throughout Greece yesterday originated 
in the Gulf of Corinth. The cable is broken. A 
number of houses at Akarnanina and Etolican 
were wrecked. No loss of life is reported. 

SHOCKS IN CALIFORNIA. 

Los ANGELES, August 27.—A sharp shock 
of earthquake occurred hors at 6:13 this even- 
ing. It began with a slight tremor, which 
lasted a few seconds, then the vibrations grew 
stronger and ended with two heavy shakes. 
The entire duration of the disturbance was 
about ten seconds. Clocks stopped and ceil- 
ings cracked. So far as known no other dam- 
age was done. The shock was the most severe 
experienced here in many years.

F. Cody 
‘(Buffalo Bill) today gave a breakfast to a num- 
ber of distinguished American tourists now 
here, including Mr. Edison and party, John 
Tiay, Chauncey M. Depew, Michae! O’Brien, 
Augustin Daly, Miss Ada EKhran and party, 
Colonel Moore and T. P. Branch, of Georgia. 
There were seventy-five ladies and gentlemen 
present. Whitelaw Reid, United States min- 
ister, and many members of the American 
colony were among the guests. At the Wild- 
west show this evening, 8,000 spectators gave 
Mr. Edison an ovation.

Paris, August 27.—A huge Boulangist meet- 
ing was held this evening to protest against 
the government’s action against General Bou- 
langer.

FIRE IN A PENITENTIARY. 


Chair Works in Ohio's State Prison De- 


stroyced.—The Losses. 


CotumsBus, Ohio, August 27.—One of the 
most exciting conflagrations that has visited 
this city in years occurred at the Ohio seniten- 
tiary this afternoon. About 3 o'clock flames 
were discovered in the factory building occu- 
pied by the Co!umbus chair company. The fire 
started in the boiler room where shavings tbe- 
came ignited by coals froin the boiler furnace. 
The flames had made great ‘headway when 
discovered and the prison fire department was 
utterly helpless. The city jdepartment was 
called in, but before the flames could be got 
under control the chair factory, Columbus bolt 
works, and a large ware house were total 
wrecks.

A Prize Vight in San Francisco for the 
Middle- Weight Championship—No In- 
terference by the Police. 


San Francisco, Cal., August 27.—The fight 
between Jack Dempsey and George La- 
Blanche, the marine, tonight, under the aus- 
pices of the California Athletic club, eclipsed 
in point of popular interest all similar contests 
ever held here. <A great crowd thronged the 
entrance tothe building hours before the doors 
were opened. It was anticipated that the old 
gymnasium hall would be inadequate and so 
the driil hall of one of the National regiments 
was fitted up. Probably 2,000 persons witness- 
ed the fight. Police were present but made no 
attempt to stop the mill. Hiram Cook, of this 
city, who has acted as referee in California club 
contests for several years, officiated in that ca- 
pacity tonight. The betting for several days 
has been $100 to $75 in favor of Dempsey. 

Both men showed marks of careful training 
when they entered the ring, Dempsey weigh- 
ing 151 pounds, and the marine 161 pounds. 
They were given an enthusiastic reception. 

The first round was characterized by light 
hitting and clinching. In the second round as 
they broke aiteraclinch, Dempsey gotina 
good right hander on the marine’s jaw. The 
round closed with light fighting. 

Third round, Dempsey reached the marine’s 
neck, and received a hard one in the breast 
in return. In half a minute Dempsey landed 
a hard one on LeBlanche’s chin, which caused 
the latter to stagger a little. Several lunges 
were made by each man, butno harm was 


done. 

Fourth round—Dempsey backed away fgom 
LaBlanche and then got in two light blows on 
the latter’s head. During the clinch, which 
followed, Dempsey came near going to the 
floor. A moment before the round closed 
Dempsey again landed on the marine’s chin, 
and the latter responded with a vicious rush, 
forcing Dempsey against the ropes. 

In the seventh round, LaBlanche made a 
vicious lunge and landed lightly] on Dempsey's 
jaw. He followed this up quickly, and 
caught Dempsey two,or three timesin the same 
spot just before the round closed. Dempsey 
responded with two heavy left handers on 
LeBlanche’s chin, 

Eighth round—Dempsey landed with much 
force on the marine’s car and repeated it the 
next minuio. Aclinch followed, and as the 
men broke away, LeBianche struck Dempsey 
a stinging blow onthe jaw, which staggered 
the latter. Loud crics of ‘‘foul’’ were heard, 
but the claim was not allowed. Some spirited 
— at close quarters coin pleted the round. 

Ninth round—LaBlanche opened with a rush 
and clinched the nonpareil and then threw 
him heavily to the ground. Another cry of 
“foul” was raised,but was not allowed. Demp- 
sey next gave the marine a sharp upper cut, 
but the latter caught Dempsey well in the 
neck a moment later. 

The fighting was then tame until the thir- 
teenth round, when Dempsey landed heavily 
with his right on Lablanche’s 
i three tiines,and followed with a hard right- 

1anderon his ribs. Just before the round 
closed be caught LeBlanche again in the 
neck, but the latter responded with a good 
blow on Dempsey’s chest. 

Fonrteenth round—Dempsey repeated his 
attack on the marine’s jaw, and the latter ap- 
peared to be a little uusteady. DUempsey sent 
in two hard righthanders on LeBlanche’s jaw, 
just before the round was finished. 

In the next two ronids each alternately 
adopted rushing tactics and some lard blows 
were given, followed Ly clinches. 

Hard biows characterized the seventeenth, 
eighteenth and nineteenth rounds. Dempsey 
gave the most punishment, hitting the marine 
in the jaw and neck. He closed the nineteenth 
round by sending LeBlanehe heavily to the 
tioor with a well aimed blow in the neck. This 
was the first knock down. 

Although everything in the next jour rounds 
looked favorable to Dempsey’s winning, 
LeBlanche did some vicious ledion: Le- 
Blanche weakened in the twenty-third round 
and in the twenty-fifth Dempsey got himina 
corner and pounded the marine on the neck 
until he staggered like a drunken man. Be- 
fore the close, however, LeBlanche suddenly 
whirled completely round and caught Demp- 
sey a hard one in the neck.

His Own Kow—A Warm Discussion and 


Rich Scenes. : 


There was a warm discussion and some very 
rich colloguy in the senate yesterday. 

There was a long and stubborn fight over the bill 
to elect the commissioner of agriculture by the 


people. 

It came upas the special order and Senator Bal- 
lard moved to disagree to the adverse report of the 
committee on agriculture. 

The minority report was then read. 

Senator 8. R. Harris opened the discussion. 

‘fhe motion to disagree to the majority report,” 
said he, ‘merely passes this bill toathird reading. 
I conceive that this is a very important bill. It 
places the election of the agricultural commissioner 
with the people. To agree to the majority report 
kills the bill. I feel thatin opposing it, I repre 
sent the entire people of Georgia—the farmers of 
the state. If this officer was dependant on the 
people for his _ office he would 
be more familiar with the people 
and more promptin dividing ont his information. 
In my section occasionally a citizen receives a pack- 
age of seed, but very little information reaches the 
farmers. I don’t see that he isany better than the 
other officers who submit their claims to the people. 
No senator can say that this would noi be constitu~ 

ional, Let’s mete out equal rights to all the poeple. 
I insist that the senate rally to the support 
of the agricultural community, and disagree to the 
majority report of the committee.

rre}, 

“It seems to me, Mr. Pregident and senators,”’ 
said he, “thatthe adverse report should prevail. 
While a pure deniocracy wouid elect all the officers, 
yet who is there who will say we are a pure and uns 
adulterated republic? We are a federal organi- 
zation. 

‘*The constitution of 1877 allowed the supreme 
court and superior court jndses to be elected by the 
general assembly. That same consiitution says the 
solicitors genoral thall be electzd by the general 
assembly. The laws demand that the school com- 
missioner be elected by the general assembly. The 
faine constitution placed the appoint- 
ment of the railroad com mission in 
the hands of the general assembly. 
We don’t assume the pure republican form unless 
we submit every election to the peaple. It seemed 
to be the policy of the framersof the constitution to 
put the appointment of the commissioner of azri- 
culture in the hands of the governor. That 
was on account of our. situation and the 
peculiar admixture of the  paople. The 
people ratified it. In a little while you 
will want the superior court judzes to be elcted by 
the peopie.’’ 

This suited Senator Harris, who asked: 

“If the legislature should pass an act to let the 
ene circuits elec: their judges wouid not that be 
right? 

But Senator Strother wes loaced on this too. 

“They would bave to change the constitution of 
Georgia,” said he, ‘‘and the people would have to 
rally by the charge. Until the peopie rise up and 
rebel let us stand by the constitution.” 

Senator Sanford rose to speak, beginning: “When 
you commit this question to au unreliable and pur- 
chasable rote, you jeopardiza the iuterests of the 
farming community’ 

“Are not the nominations submitied toa state 
democratic convention?” asked Seiator Harris. 

“J submit, Mr. Pres‘dent,”’ continned Senator 
Sanford, “that when you commrit this questson toa 
purchaseab e vote, you ieopardize the whole agri- 
cultural interest. There are men who would pay 
the amount of the salary io get the position, 
and the state would be flooded’ with 
sp'irious fertilizers. I submit that a governor would 
net appoint a man who is unfit for the position.”’ 

Senator Poyd thenina fatherly way, addressed 
the senate. He had hoped that the sentiment 
would be unanimous in favor of the bill. 

“The senator from the 24th hasalleved private 
reasons why t-isoficer should not be elected,’’ 
saidhe, “I think not only the commissioner cf ags 
riculture, Lut the judges should be elected, though 
the Judves are not local oflicors.” 

“Can't the judges exercise judicial 
throughout tbe state,’’ asked Mr. Strother. 

“ft is exceptional when they do,’’ replied Senator 
Boy’, “What is tre question at ba? It is a re- 
put which bars the people from the election of an 
vilicer whose intiuence extends to the remotest cor- 
ners of the state. Li you want an oficer to bein 
Syinpathy with the people put him as near 
tiie Prope as rou enn. Tyoted in the constitu- 
tional convention for the election of even the 
judges by the people. In national atairs I would 
like to bave the president elected by the people. It 
would prevent the frauds which have soinetimes oc< 
curred. I dom't like this intermedisry metbod of 
electing officer:.”’ 

Senator Sanford :aid he would be willing to sub- 
mitit tothe vote of the white people of the sta‘e. 

“You will have tosubmit to all,’ said Senator 
Boyd. “All these citizens whornre entitled to yote 
wiil havyeto vote. Every ofllcer elected by the 
peonle has been elected wiihont tronble,”’ 

“Do you say every officer should be elected by 
the people?” asked Sena or Strother. 

“Yes, sir,”’ repled Mr. Buvd, ‘“[ am not partially 
demoeratic; Tam wiioliy so.” 

“Is this a pure, unaduiterated republic, or is ita 
federal repubiie?’ 

“it is a@ representive Gemocracy they can’t all 
come in, but they have sent us here to dotheir 
work,” said senator Boyd, 

“Was not this office ercated for the agricultural 
community” asked Senaton Johnson, “and ought 
not ticy to elect the commissioner?’ 

“No man liveth to himselfandno man dieth to 
himself,’”’ said Mr. Boyd. ‘‘What’s good for me is 
good foryou. We are all dependent on one 
another,

to ask the legislature to pass this bill?” asked Sen- 
stor Johnson, coming back again. 

‘They ignored it andthoavht the legislature had 
—_ enoug! to represent their interests,’ said Mr,

At this there was arniause ana then two messaves 
from the governor and one from the house were 
reeeived. Then the disensesion was renewed. 

Senator Bradwell said: 

“In the discussion of a question like this the 
constitutionality ot the change is not in dispute, 
aud I yield to no man in my admiration of that 
mix:mon which our governnient is founded, which 
expressed so tersely in the phrase: ‘We the 

ople.’ But this is a question not 
of principle but of policy. I beg to cali the atten- 
tion of senators to the fact that this office is for the 
benefit of particular classes. Directiy, only one 
ciass is represented. Is it proper to allow all classes 
to be represented in the selection of an officer 
whose Guties pertain to one class? Where is the 
evidence that the people cry for tnis change? Is 
there a sing‘e petition, a single memorial? The body 
of representative farmers positively refused to re- 
commend it. Promptly by a vote it was tabled. 
They were satified for itto remainasitis. In an- 
other convention it was met with a rebuff. I do 
not know but that the senator irom the third may 
have had inconvenience in his district, but the 
people asa whole are ber etitted. 

“Has not the senator the evidence that a majority 
of the house vote:i for it—men who came directly 
from the oes asked Senstor Boyd. 

Yes,” said Senator Bradwell. “and the argument 
was made before the farmers convention; that sixty- 
nine farmers in the houee voted tor it: but with 
them that argument utterly failed. Tie members 
of the house represent not the farmers as a class, 
but the whole peo;-le. 

‘I care not who occupies the chair of state, the 
farmers arc reprasented in the selection of a com- 
missioner. Is ittotbe interest of the fa:mer that 
this office shall be putin the whirlpool of polities? 
Is i to _ their interest that he be 
put -on_ the tail of the _ ticket to 
satisfy some faction, to give it political strength? 
The influences of the farmersis not as potentin the 
state democratic convention as it would be through 
the agricultural association and the Farmers Al- 
liance. I did not and never will assume the posi- 
tion that the farmer cannot manage his own affairs. 
He can do it better through the existing law. The 
farmer as he goes down the long row and wipes the 
perspiration off his brow with his, perhaps, rageed 
sleeve, is living nearer than auy other man within 
the injunctions of the Almigtity. The agricultural 
department is now  doirg good for the 
farmers, Are we to inaucurate a 
movement that will caeprive the chief 
executive of the state of all his power? I disagreo 
with the senator from the thirty-second in his wish 
that the president of the United States were elec ed 
by popular vote. That wonld take away the founda- 
tion of states rights—a doctrine I am unwilling 
everto surrender. I would rathersee the governor, 
like the president of the United States, selecting 
his own capinet, wholly in sympathy with himselt. 
This would be a dangerous policy if carried out. If 
there are imperfections strike at the imperfections, 
and not at the moiive. 

Senator Strother rose to speak again, but Senator 
Ballard cailed time on the second speech. 

Mr. Strother took down bis gun, and held his fire 
for anoiher opportunity. 

Senator Harris also had to be called totime before 
Senator Ballard got the fioor. 

Bepatar Ballard then proceeded. with his argu~ 

meut. 
“Tuisis a bill, in my judgment, that remedies 
an‘ pacifies and makes quiet a seniment among the 
agricultural class, which, in my judgment, will 
culminate in a storm cloud,” said he. 

“The first change a by the billis to shorten 
the term of office of the commissioner from four to 
two years. 

“The other changes are to elect the commissioner 
by the people, and to provide that he shall bea 
practical farmer. 

“The first proposition is inconformity with the 
wise provisions of the constitution that the goy- 
ernor and his cabinet shall be elected every two 
years. When had a nobler and truer set of men 
assembled in Georsia than inthe convention of 
1877? Certainly you can’t §0 back on the first pro-

“Tl was informed,” replied Mr. Ballard, “that the

“Yes, sir; they weré representatives sf the farm- 
ers of Georgia,’’ said Mr. Strother. 

“In part,” ea'd Mr, Ballard. 

“Three-~fourths of my people want it, and I repre- 
sent three large agricultural counties. I tell you 
there isa cloud of discontent. I have heard a great 
many mensay: ‘If we can’tgetit this way, iet’s 
abolish it.’ Let us get rid ofthe storm cloud, and 
ict us have in this department. What is 
the condition of the farmers today? The ques- 
tion is asked: Why is this gloom? Why 
is the decadence? Railroads have increased; citled 
have sprung up; and leaving out the negroes an? 
the railroads, what is the condition of the state 
The farming interest is going down. They gave us 
a homeste .d law ond ig cut off the farmer's credit. 
The tendency of the laws is to make the farmera 
good, clever fcllow, but not competent to attend to 
his own business, 

“What kind of a man do you get for a governor 
when you submitit to the pe ple? What kind of a 
man for for comptroller general and treasurer; you 
get good men. Taose men must come before us 
every two years and give account of their steward- 
ship. Ifthe statosays ‘well dome thou good and 
faithful servant’ they can go up higher if they want 
to or stay where they are. Certainly no one objects 
to the commissioner being a practical farmer.”’ 

Senator Wooten said it wus painful for }.1m to 
have to disagree from the senator from the 36th 
vee Be found himseli under that painful neces- 
sity. 

“I have great confidence in the ablity of the peo - 
ple to solve any question which 
comes before them,” said ie.

But, like the senator, I think 
I cansce a riftinthecloud. The state can be con~ 
gratulated on many successfu) farmers. In this de- 
velopment the agricultural department, as ow 
constituted, has been the guiding star. 

“The agricultural department as now constituted 
has come from the agricultural society as Minerva 
sprung from the brain of Jupiter. 

‘‘fPhe slur made by the gentleman from the 36th, 
that they Were not the farmers of Georgia.”’ 

‘Did you understand it asa slur?’’ asked Senator 
Ballard. 

“T certainly did,” 

‘*Then yon misunderstood me.’’ 

“Then I accept your disclaimer. The agricultural 
society expressed their wish that the 
Sitae a.ricuitural department shall continue 
in its present condition. When a convention of 
farmers met in Macon and the proposition was sub- 
mitted to them they repelled it and thusthey ac- 
quiesced in tho presentlaw. Thatisthe acticn of 
two organized bodies of farmers, and that very 
recently. Where does this discontent come from? 
ltis from a corner of the legis:ature. Before we 
make a change it should be shown that there 
would be »ome benetits arising from it, 

“Ithas been allegea that there were defalcations 
—tospeak plainly, a little crookedness in the con- 
duct of the department of agriculture. Then 
this is the place to iasstitute an investigation. 
Could you hope to escape from such things by elec- 
ting the commissioner by the people? Iu the words 
ofan eminent statesman, 

“He never settles, who quarrels by the interven- 
tion of man.”’ 

Senatcr Weoten read from “Story on 
the const tution to the effect that 
ope man,a chief executive, was better calculated 
to make good appointments than a body of mea of 
even higher ability, because he would bave fewer 
personal prejudices than any body of men and 

would study appointments more conscientiously 
and impariially. He would not escape criticism 
for favoritism. 

‘Some breken down politician might become a 
candidate for commissioner of agriculture. What 
right has Atlanta, or Maeon, or Sivannah to elect 
the commissioner of agriculture? There are 285,000 
voters, and what right have they to pass upon a 
matter that only concerus £0,000 men wio are far- 
mers?’ 

Senator Strother, who still had his left hand bar- 
rel loaded, now advanced to deliver his fire. 

“TI beg pardon fortaking up any further time of 
the senate,” hesaid, ‘‘vut Ll rise torespond to the 
answer ofmy question by the senator from{the 32d. I 
asked himifthis was a pure republic. He saidfit was 
& representative republic. He ssid he would elect 
the judges of the superior court and I suppose he 
would want to elect every ofver inthe state. Did 
he advance that proposition when he was in. the 
constitutional convention of 1877, or has statesman- 
manship come to him in his old age?’ 

This stirred up Senator Boyd, whorose and szid 
ib a very firin yoice: 

“My action in that convention 
reeord and is subject to lexaminaation. 

Senator Hall, who sat by Mr. Strotier acting as 
Ss suid jsotto voce, ‘tell him to show the 

ook,’’ 

Senator Strother then amil bursts of laughter, 
demanded of Senator Boyd that he produee the 
record to show that this statesmanship was not the 
product of his jater years, 

He then procdeded with his disscriation on the 
theory of republican government: 

“He will tinda pure republic in ancient Greece 
and there you will find the ruins of a pure republic 
today,” said he triumphantly. 

“Will the senator please explain what this repub< 
lic is,”’ said Senator Boyd with insidious meekness. 

‘IT will state to the gentleman that we are undera 
federal repuplic,’’ said Mr, Strother, defian ly, 

“Do you quote Jefferson or Alexander Stephens?” 
asked Mr. Boyd. 

Senator Strother’s frame rose toa proud Leight as 
he replied in thundering tones: 

“I quote Jefferson, I quote Madison, I quote 
Pinckney,”’ 

Senator BGoyd’s mild voice waslifted once more: 

‘-Did he not say that a frequent recurrence to the 
ballot box was the surest remedy fur maladminis- 
tration?’ 

Senator Strotherappeared a little surprised, bnt 
he guickly replied: 

“I think, sir, in some of his past writings he may 
have said some such thivg as that.” 

At the expression “past writings,’’ the senate 
roared and shook i's sides. 

“How can I tell what the people want,” said he, 
falling back on the constitution, ‘‘except I interpret 
it from the organic law? What was the dictum of 
the agriculiural seciety? Since that time he said 
they were not composed wholly of farm- 
ers. The Alliance refused to speak upon this 
subject, and yet the gentleman says he knows 
that the peopie don’t wantit. People have come to 
him, he says—the people of one district—and he 
“ss a majority ofthe peopie wantit. ‘bat’s nico 

ogic.’’ 

‘‘Will the senator please explain why sixty-nine 
farmers in the house voted for the bill?’ said Sena- 
tor Boyd in the same dangerously meek voice. 

Senator Strother stood still a moment, took off his 
eyeglasses slowly and smiled a pitying smile on 
the senator from Dahlonega as he replied; 

“Tiat would be like explaining the verdict of a 
eke jury, and a distinguished statesman whose 

vend iests on my county said that no one but God 
rior age knew what a petit jury would bring 
forth,” 

Pausing till the senate got through laughing, Mr. 
Strother conciuded: 

“He soteciean of, He got on the homestead law. 
Well, the farmers asked for the homestead law and 
they got it under the constitution of 1868, and they 
do not now ask for it to bo repealed.” 

Here Senator McCollum called the previous 
quesiion, and the motion to disagree was carriea 
by a vote of 18 to 16. 

Senator Hall immediately moved to put the bill 
on its passage, aud Senator Ballard moved as a sub- 
Stitute to table it. Ile saw that he lacked five votes 
of the constitutional majority, but he had enough 
to keep the bill from going Siraight to its death. 

The substitute prevailed, andthe billis on the 
table, where it wili remain until its friends can get 
five more Votes. ’ 

Ot the ten members not voting, two were paired 
and others evaded voting. It is hardly likely that 
the bill will pass, unless its friends make some con- 
verts. Senator Ballard says he hopesthat when 
the communications begin to come in enough will 
come over to pass the bill, 

Tiiose voting for the bill on the motion to disagree 
were Senatoas Aiford, Ballard, Boyd, DuPree, Ed- 
wards,-Gibbs, 8.

It was 
either that way, or it wasa holiday, I think 
it was a Saturday we didn’t meet. The 
other day was’ this session when 
I went home and missed a Saturday 
in order to attend to my own business. I 
know I have the legal right to take the 
money, but the equity of it was doubtful.”’ 

‘Is two days all you are going to pay back ?’ 
he was asked. 

‘That’s all I shouldn’t have taken,’’ said 


he. 

When the agent explained his mission, 
Treasurer ‘Hardeman told him he had no 
authority to receive money in this way; that 
he must either make it as a donation to the 
state or discount two days from his actual ser- 
vices at the end of the session. 

No donation has been heard from yet, and 
in all probability the patriot will discount it at 
the end of the session.

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The Legislature and the Lease Question. 
The present legislature is one of the best 


‘that has assembled in Georgia since the 


war. 

It has its usual and necessary allotment of 
cranks, demagogues, pettifoggers and Poti- 
phar Peagreens, but it also has an unusually 
large number of wide-awake, progressive, 
patriotic men who stand for Georgia and 
who are willing to lift their voices and lend 


their influence to further whatever helps 


the state—men who are watchful of the 


‘giate’s interests and who are ever ready to 


meet the issues and requirements of this 


“mew day and time. 


The debat@in the house on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad lease has developed 
the fact that fhere are some exceedingly 
able debaters in the body—men of strong 
business sense, who can grasp the questions 
to be handled in a statesmanlike manner. 

While there has been some doubt as to 
the probable length of the session, there 
ean be no faultto find on that score when the 
fact is remembered that the questions with 
which the legislature is compelled to deal 
are of immense importance to the state. In 
dealing with these questions’ anything re- 
sembling haste would not only be unseemly, 
but damaging. 

No measure that this legislature has 
framed, no law that it has passed, can be 
successfully criticized. Criticism, to be 
pertinent, must attack some act or measure 
to be passed in the future. Thus far, 
everything that the general assembly has 
done will meet with the approval of every 
thoughtful man in the state—and this is a 
great record for a legislature to make. 

We deem it our duty, however, to warn 
the general assembly that the most dan- 
gerous, as well as the most delicate, piece 
of legislation now before it is the lease of 
the state road. If any mistake is made in 
this bill, there will be no opportunity to 
atone for it, and no chance to correct it. 
Twenty years ago the republican party, 
which was then in powerin Georgia, for- 
mulated the prerent lease act. That act 
was severely criticized by the democratic 
press and people. It has been on trial for 
twenty years, and its terms have been car- 
ried out. The comparison with a lease.act 
prepared by democrats will begin as soon as 
this legislature adjourns, 

lf we do not increase the rental—if ex- 
pensive litigation follows, and there is con- 
fusion and loss—-or if the road is permitted 
to drift into politics, the blame will fall on 
this legislature, and no amount of praise or 
announcement of good intentions will help 
to avert it, 

It is a fact too plainly apparent to be de- 


’ nied that there is an attempt on the part of 


certain interests in this siate to restrict the 
rental of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
go as to cheapen the price of the lease. An 
attempt has been made, and is now making, 
on the part of shrewd and designing men to 
use members of the legislature ( without the 
knowledge of the members, however, we are 
proud to say) to push legislation that will 
restrict and exclude parties who are ready 
to do all they can to help make this prop- 
erty bring its real value. The specious and 
spurious cry of anti-consolidation and com- 
petition is brought forward in the discussion 
of this lease act and in the discussion. of 
other acts in an effort to confuse legislation 
and hamper the lease. 

Let it be understood as-soon as the matter 
can be made known that this road, the prop- 
erty of the state, will be leased without re- 
atrictions and tothe highest bidder. 

Let it be understood that future legisia- 
tures will be called on to make the lessees 
of this road comply with the law fully and 
completely. The public, the capitalists and 
the world at large have already been put on 
notice that whoever leases the road takes it 
with a railroad commission ready to fix 
rates and prepared to handle the lessces 
whenever they discriminate against the pub- 
lic and wrong the people, and that they are 
prepared to pay taxes like other roads, 
These are all the restrictions that are needed. 

Let those who are trying to gain an ad- 
vantage by means of restrictive legislation 
know that the generalassembly understands 
the little game they propose to play and will 
not submit to it. 

If the legislature will finish this work as 
it has begun it, there will be no fanlt found 
with it if it stays here until Christmas; but 
if it consumes the time and fails to protect 
the state—or if it perfects a lease act that 
will give less profit to thé state than. the 
present one—then it will be considered a 
legislature that has frittered away thestate’s 
money in a useless prolonged session, and 
that has seriously embarrassed the state’s 
most valuable piece of property. 

We have carefully watched the course of 
this legislature, especially in the discussion 
of the lease act, and we are confident that 
the members thereof will be equal to any 
emergency that may arise. We are confi- 
dent that they will make wo mistake by pas- 
sing a restrictiye clause, or that they will 
cee any bill to pass that is’ calculated to 
head off any class of responsible bidders.

Why the Farmers ‘Should Sell Their 
_ Cotton. 

If the farmers wish to get remuncrative 
prices for their cotton, they should by all 
means hurry the first of the crop to market 
as rapidly as possible, 

There are reasons on which this advice is 
based that ought to commend themselves to 
the common sense of the farmer. 

In the first place, every sign and symp- 
tom points to the fact that those planters 
who are fortunate euough to bring im their 
cotton early will get from three-quarters to 
one cent a pound more for their cotton in 
September and October than they will for 
cotton carried to market during the later 
months. : 

In the second place, cotton picked before 
a killing frost is denominated ‘‘green cot 
ton,” and always loses from eighteen to 
twenty pounds per bale. If the cotton is 
carried promptly to market, this loss or 
shrinkage will not fall on the producer, but 
on those who are better able to bear it. 

In the third place, the early marketing of 
the crop givea the planters money to liqui- 
date their debts, and thereby stops interest 
that runs night and day. 

These are reasons that. certainly ought to 
run with the common-sense views of the 
farmers. But there is another that ought 
to have some weight, It is a welJ-known 
fact that the mills are heavily stocked with 
manufactured goods, and that with these 
stocks on hand they will not continue to 
buy high-priced cotton. 

If the farmers desire to try the experi- 
ment of holding their cotton to try and 
force prices, they can try it with the crop 
that is left after they have reaped the bene- 
fit of the present high prices; they can try 
it after they have sold their ‘‘green’’ cotton 
and paid their debts. 

This advice is based on plain, practical 
common sense, with no theoretical trim- 
mings, and the farmers who follow it will 
thank us before the year is out forgiving it. 


How Long. 

The Louisville Courier Journal thinks it 
inopportune and unwise for any southern 
state to make the birthday of Robert E. 
Lee a holiday. 

Our contemporary takes the position that 
General Lee’s fame needs no such commem- 
oration, and that such action on our part 
would inflame the north. It also suggests 
that we owe something to the sensibilities 
of the north, and should be willing to let 
the future take care of the fame of our 
leaders. 

We have answered these points once be- 
fore, The question of self-respect is so in- 
timately connected with this matter that it 
is a painful question to discuss. The civil 
war was over nearly.a quarter of a century 
ago. How long would the Courier-Journal 
have us wait for the sensibilities of the 
north to become composed? There is no 
law and no rule of ethics requiring us to go 
on generation after generation ignoring the 
memory of the great leaders of the lost 
cause. Every year the brave men who 
wore the blue and the gray exchange fra- 
ternal greetings, and express their respect 
for each other. Why, then, should a pub- 
lic tribute to the illustrious dead inflame the 
sensibilities of the north? 

We have reached a period in: which 
every ex-confederate has the right in his 
speech and actions to maintain his own 
self-respect and be true to the memory of 
his comrades and leaders. If in so doing 
he offends anybody it is to be regretted, but 
he should not for that reason relapse into 
dumb silence. Even a defeated people 
have the right to honor their dead.

The fact is, there were four resignations iustead of 
two, and he first appointed two clerks in the money 
order department who had never stood a civil ser- 
vice examination. Naxt, he appointed the negro in 
the registry department where he had to come in 
contact with a lady, and he dil not tendera 
place to the other eligible. a white man, who stood 
highe1) until several days after he had appointed 
the negroand he had felt the indignation of the 
public, and not till then did helearn the young 
man wasunderage. Thus it will be seen that he 
appeals tothe civil service laws when it suits bis 
purpose and rgnores it when it does not, 

Postmaster Lewis admitsthat two clerks must 
witness the opening of packages, sign receipts and 
bill together, ete, but says for three weeks the lady 
he now hasisina separate departmeni. Why so; 
Because be has had for three weeks two extra clerks 
in the register office to heip him out—the assistant 
postmaster from Rome,and a postal clerk. How about 
it when these two extra clerks go out? The super- 
intendent can’t be in the office always, then of 
course the lady and negro are throwu towether, and 
there is no rubbing it out. 

So Mr. Lewts’s ingenious card will not suffice. It 
leaves him in a worse fix than before.

MORE GOOD SEWERS. _ 


HON. JACOB HAAS RETURNS rRom A 
LONG TRIP, * 


And Tells How He Found the Waterworks, _ 


the Sewers and the Finances All Over the~— ; 


Country—An Interesting Story. 


Hon. Jacob Haas, member of the alder 
manic board and chairman of the sewer com~- 
mittee of the general council, has returned 
from an-extended tour of the northern and 
eastern cities, andlocks mach stronger than 
when he went away. 

He was absent one month. 

During Mr, Haas’s wanderings he was @& 
close observer everywhere, and in his observa- 
tions had the good of Atlanta at heart. In all 
the cities he visited he compared the financial 
condition, the waterworks and the cower aye 
tem with that of Atlanta. Mr. Haa3’s in- 
spection was close and careful and the only 
result which it can procure Wiil be for the good 
of Atlanta. 

Cincinnati, Chicago, Indianapolis. Niagara 
Falls, Toronto, Philadelphia, Atlantic City, 
New York, Boston and Providence, wero in 
Mr. Haas’s route. 

During the day yesterday he regaled several 

members of the general council and sume 
warm friends with a description ef what he 
had seen and learned: 
-*Ttisan astounding thing,’’ said he, ‘** how 
weil Atlanta is known throughout the coun- 
try. Go where you will and Atlanta is known 
to be the most progressive, enterprising and 
attractive city in the entire south. Her credit 
is equal to any city in the union and her health 
and pluck are considered as phenomenal as 
her growth.’ 

“Yes, Atlanta must be well advertised,” 
said one of the gentlemen present. 

‘Indeed it is,” replied Mr. Haas. ‘*You can 
not pick upa daily paper in any of the cities 
Without finding an Atianta date line in it. 
And the stories which foliow these date lines 
too, are always guod and interesting. So good 
and interesting are they that they aiways 
cause @ general discussion among readers. 
Why, while I was away we had the 
postofiice racket. That caused 
the greatest talk you ever heard. Then came 
the Calhoun-Williamson duel and more talk 
about Atlanta. Colonel Brandth’s deaih was 
gzenorally discassed, too. Of course,?Atlanta was 
brought forward in all this talk. I’ve no idea 
how many times I heard Atlanta mentioned as 
I was moving about in tle hotels.” 

‘And what do they think of Atlanta?’ he 


was asked, 

‘‘Just what I have said. They all know that 
it isa live. progressive city and those who are 
not thoroughly posted are making inquiries. 

3ut the most astonishing thing to me possibly 
was the favorable comparison Atlanta will 
make with the very best cities in the country.” 

‘“Tlow does it compare with them?” 

‘Most favorably indeed with the very best 
cities of the north and east. But, still in my 
investigations, which were exceedingly care- 
ful, I found much that Atlanta ueeds, and 
some of it she needs badly, too.” 

‘*What are they ?’ 

“Well, the greatest need Atlanta has, and 
the one which shouid be remedied first, is her 
sewer system. We are not putting enough 
money im sewers, and consequently are not 
building enough. And it would astonish you 
to know how well that one fact is known 
away from here.”’ 

‘13 it known?” 

‘‘Indeed itis. Andif we donot do some 
thing quickly we cannot keep up our beasted 
reputation for health. Everybody knows that 
Atlanta is growing very rapidly and, of course, 
they expect us to keep the sewer werk even 
with the growth of the city. Why, Chicazo is 
now preparing to spend } 0,000,000 on sewers. 
Think of that, won't you’? 

‘ Then, too,’’ continued Mr. Haas, touching 
a matchfo his cigar stuinp, ‘‘our water supply 
is freely digeussed, and while it is not con- 
sidered deficient now, every one seems to 
think that it will -bo in a short 
time. Quick step3 to improve it 
should be taken on that account. Th en, tco, 
do you know that we pay the heaviest rate for 
water of any city [ visited. We should. have 
more water and we should have cheaper water 
and we should have them both at once. Take 
Indianapolis for instance. Why that place has 
a supply of twenty million gailons a day and 
their rate is away below ours. I can say the 
same too of the other citics I have visited.”’ 

“You found no ground of complaint against 
Atlanta’s financial condition ?”’ 

‘None in the world. Itis just there we lead 
themall. Atlanta’s credit is away up overy- 
where. Mr. Hemplhill’s resolution to secure a 
charter amendment whereby the bonded debt 
may be funded at 44 per cent caused ine to look 
into the mattery and I ca:led upon several 
large financial companies. I found At!anta’s 
credit the highest and best, and the $400,000 of 
bonds maturing m July ‘and January next, 
and including the $250,000 of 
water works bonds can easily 
be disposed of at the rate suggested by Mr. 
Hemphill. Then the balance ot the debt, 
$1,800,000, can be treated the same way if the 
present holders of the bonds will sell them at 
a reasSnuable figure. But there is another 
need of Atlanta’ swhich has never boen dis- 
cussed.’ 

‘And what's that‘ 

‘We should have a fine, handsome building 
devoted exclusively to the purchase ond sale 
of rea! estate. A real estate exchange it should 
be calied. The exchange could be sustained. by 
requirin g all agents to give up a portion of 
this per cent to the building. Every prop- 
ertvlholder and real estate agent in Atianta ig 
interested in a building of that sort, and a 
stock company with such a building in view, I 
think, can be organized iicre. I feel sure, too, 
handsome dividends would be the result.’’

THE CANDLER AMENDMENT. 
Amend section | by adding thereto the following 


aVvise: 
“Provided, that the governor shall not be anthor 


ized io lease said road to any company, corporation, 
party or partics owning, controlling or operating a 
competing line of road, or to any company or Cor- 
poration the controliing stock or shares of which is 
owned by any other compaus, corporation, party or 
parties owning, conirolling or operating any com- 
peting Hine of road, the tendency or effect of which 
ieasing would be to defeat or lessen competition or 
to encoUrage monopoily.”’ 
MR. CANDLER OF DEKALB. 

“The amendment,’’ said Mr. Candler, ‘‘is 
the gist of paragraph 4, section 2, article 2, of 
the constitution. That, I believe, is the result 
of a decision in the fortieth Georgia, in which 
General Toombs, the author of that paragraph 
in the constitution, was employed as counsel. 
The policy of the state was plainly set forth 
in the decision and in the constitution. If 
every friend of that principle were to vote for 
the amendment it could be carried. They are 
told, however, that it is a useless injection of 
foreigu matter—that the proper way is to wait 
and vote forsome measure like the Olive bill or 
the MeIntyre bill, Suppose you do pass asub- 
sequentlaw embodying this principle, that law 
can't effect the coutract already made by the 
state, Georgia in other words, for $1 consider- 
tien is willing to make an illegal contract, and 
then pass a law expressly prohibiting its citi- 
zens from doing the same thing. I regard the 
principle as a vital one, now the time to make, 
and the first section of this lease biil the best 
piace {crit. Indeed, J don’t kuow whether I 
shall, or can, vote for this lease bill without 
t:e amendment. 

‘*They object to re-enacting the constitution. 
Isn't it a fact that notwithstanding the explicit 
deciarations of the constitution that its provis- 
ions are violated every day? The president of 
the Central company stated publicly, only a 
few days age, that the Georgia company was 
organized in North Carolina in order to evade 
the constitution of this state. 

‘[ have great respect forthe judgment of 
the gentleman from Richmond, (Mr. Lamar,) 
and when he said the other daythat for $1 
difference he would not hesitate to lease the 
Western and Atiantic toa competing line, I 
was alarmed. That is like Esau trading his 
birthright for a mess of pottage. Competition 
is a state’s birthright, and tosay the least of 
it, itis bad policy to trade that for $1, or for 
any other sum in money. The Central and 
East Tennessee can’t lease the road under 
their charters, so gentlemen needn’t oppose 
the amendment for fear it cuts off those two 
bidders. 

‘‘In answer to the gentleman from Chatham 

Mr. Gordon], who says that Georgia can’t be 

tiled up, no matter how the road is Jeased, 
suppose freight conld be brought by ocean 
from Baktimore, or New York, or any other 
port, to Savannah, or Brunswick, or up the 
Chattahcochee to Columbus, without extortion 
at the handsof steamship lines under the 
game management that controls the West 
Point Termiual company. How will you get 
provisiors frozn Savannah, or Brunswick, or 
Columbus, into the homes of Georgia without 
gceing over West Point Terminal roads? 

‘*‘My oath of office compels me to vote for 
this amcndment, and when you vote against it 
you vote in favor of monopoly.”’ 

MR. RANKIN, OF GORDON, 
opposed the amendment. 

“The same question,” said he, ‘*has been 
discussed at length and decided in the honse. 
To say that trade will be paralyzed by this, 
that or the other lease, is idle speculation. 
It is, as the gentleman from Chatham (Mr. 
Gorden) says, to say that water will not seek 
its Jevel. It’s all theory. 

“On the otber hand, toadopt that amend- 
mrpnutis tolose the state $10,000 or $15,000 4 
month. There is no theory about that. I 
sanction heartily the platform of the gentle- 
man from Bartow: lease the road to the 
bidder that offers most money, even if the 
difference is onty one dollar. 

Mr. Suclson spoke. 

MR. SHERMAN, OF WALKER, 
favored the amendment. He read the para- 
graph of the constitution upon which the 
amendment was based. 

‘To my mind,’’ said he, “there is no ques- 
tio: as to how I should vote. There is no 
avoiding the declaration in the constitution.’’ 

MR. BERNER, OF MONROE, 
spoke in support of the amendment. 

‘*I have beeu here for six years,’”’ said he, 
“an 1 not once have 1 voted for a measure that 
had fer one result a deerease in the value of 
this state read. I have invariably cast my 
vote against every charter that could lessen 
its value. I have believed that the Western 
and Atlantic was valuable for its revenue, 
but I believe its greatest vaiue lies in the 
fact thatitisa guarantee of competition in 
this state. That’s the reason [am unusherably 
opposed to the sale of the road. Lease this toa 
competing :oad.and the sale will incvita*ly fol- 
low. Why? Because if the lessees tind that 
they are paving too much ove single stock- 
holder can throw the road back on the bands 
ofthe sta‘e by attacking the constitutionality 
of the contract, Then, when the read comes 
back upon the state, what a hue-and cry there 
will be, ‘Sell it! sell it!’ 

‘“Supnose you refuse to put this clause in 
here. Then, when you come to consider the 
McIntyre bill, the opponents of competitive 
Jegislation can say with forcible logic: ‘You 
refused to bind the state by it, though yon 
claim it is a constitutional provision. How 
can the state bind her citizens to-it when she 
refused to abide by her own constitu- 
tion?’ I shall vote for the lease bill 
whether or not this amendment is added. 
I should have preferred voting for the 
bill as it stood, and leaving it tothe senaie or 
to the commission to put in such an amend- 
ment. Now, however, that I am brought face 
to face with the question, I must vote for the 
amendment, for I cannot, and will not, vote 
against the constitution of the state. I want 
the highest possible rental for the road—I 
mean the highest possiole under the constitu- 
tion. JI am free to admit, Mr. Speaker, that I 
am sorry the resolution was offered, but I shall 
vote forit. I see no other way.”’ 

THE FELTON SUBSTITUTE. 

At this point Dr. Felton was granted the 
floor for the purpose of having read a substi- 
tute for the Candier amendment. 

The corporation or compatiy whose bid shall be ae- 
cepted shall, without ] rows sub. ttorates prescibed 
by the railroad commiision of Georgia on all treight 
and passengers transported over said line between 
any station in Georgia and @ vy station in the state 
of Tennessee on the W. & A. ruilroad, especially the 
city of Chattenooga. 

‘‘As I understand the substitute,’’ said Mr. 
Berner, ‘‘iny tirst judgment is that the amend- 
ment would be unconstitutional. Its purpose 
is to control freight transportation outside the 
state, and in that sense it may be an infringe. 
ment of the interstate commerce law.” 

MR. LAMAR, OF RICHMOND. 

**T regret,’’ said Mr. Lamar, ‘‘that such a 
discussion should arise after the committee of 
the whole has considered and made up its ver- 
dict on the very same question—and I 
may add, with the very same evidence to 
bear. The main objection to the amend- 
ment is this—the rental paid into the treasury 
is equally for the benefit of all sections of the 
state. LTomeke that rental as large as possi- 
ble is tolessen the taxes of every Georyta tax 
payer. To sacrifice this to a pes ible reduc- 
tion of the freight rates along the Western and 

tlantic is to legislate for the northwest 6 :- 

on of the state and the expense of the staie.”’ 

“But the Western and Atlantic is an «ls 
ment,’’ asked Mr. lTiand, “in controlling 
freight rates a!l over the state?’’ 

‘“*{f these possibilities were realities,” said 
Mr. Lamar, ‘‘the difference would be so small 
that. it could not make up. for the loss of 
$10,000 or $15,099 rental in any bat the north- 
western part of the state, if it did so there.” 

‘TI would like to ask two questions,” said 
Mr. Candler of DeKalb. ‘First, if there were 
no competition between the E. T., V. & G. 
and the W. & A., bow would the farmer; in 
and about Richmond county ship their water - 
meions to the northwest?

“I don’t know enough about railroads to 
answer either question fully,’’ said Mr. La- 
mar. “Ido know, however, that what the 
people expect us to do 1s to lease the road 
for the largest possible sum. If we lease that 
road for $35,000 where we might get £45,000, 
it will do ne good to expiain that it will in- 
directly benefit this man or that man, or any 

ular section. This is Jexactly what was 
ne twenty pooeeea The people are stocks- 
holders in this . That's the idea—they 
want as big a dividend as ible. If 500 pri- 
vate citizens had a railroad to lease, the 
would want it leased to tlie highest bidder. It 
wouldn’t matter to them who or what that 
bidder was—they want the largest possible 
direct income, and would leave competition 
to adjustitself. — 

“But, you say, this keeping down of freights 
is the all important idea. The rental is a sec 
ondary consideration. If that beso, then do 
away with the rental altogether and transport 
freight tree. Don’t fix a nominal rent, jast to 
keep up appearances, and sacrifice your yote 
to such an uubusiness like and impracticable 
idea. If the idea is practical, then let the 
people have the full benefit of it. Don’t have 
any rent atall,and transport freight without 
charge.”’ 3 

“T want to ask,’’ said Mr Lewis, of Han- 
dock, ‘‘if you are iu favor of leasing to a com- 
petitive line ?’’ 

“Tam in favor of leasing to the highest 
bidder,’’ 

“But suppose the highest bidder was a com- 
peting line.”’ 

‘Then by all means lease tothe competing 
line. Now, I was perfectly honest in saying 
that I would yicld my preference for sale, 
in view of the large majority of the 
house in favor of the Cane, and I 
would vote for the bill, even’ with 
this amendment, rather than be an obstruction- 
it. Butifthere is one principle above all 
others esential to a perfect and equitable icase 
bill, it is that the road be leased to the highest 
possible bidder. I wouid vote for the bill, but 
cannot feel an interest in it. Its inevitable 
resnit is to benefit Atlanta, as a terminal 
point for both lines, at the expense of the 
state. The only cheering ahead is to~become 
a member of the Atlanta cecmpapny.”’ 

“T would be giad,’”’ said Mr. Hand, “if the 
geutleman would give us what information he 
has about the Atlanta company. I never heard 
of it before.’’ 

‘I’m not on the inside,’’ said Mr. Lamar. “I 
was only honing I might be when this deal is 
consummated. I have been told that an At- 
lanta corporation is enxious to icase the road. 
The effect of this amendment is to drive off 
the people that are best able to bid, aid put 
the property at the figure of a weaker corpora- 
tion. That’s all I am able to tell the house 
about an Atlanta company. 

‘Again, Mr. Sneaker, if the East Tennessee 
can, by leasing the Western and Atlan‘ic, can 
extort these many millions from the p-ople, 
you can rest assured that they will control that 
roadin spite of you. All they liave to dois to 
organize a figure head company and lease it. 
That is easily done. They can back up a lease 
company, and while tbere may be no tangible 
violation of the iaw, they can control the 
Western and Atlantic as effectually as if they 
had leased it direct. The only difference is 
that underthis amendment the figure-head 
company might get it for $10,000 less than 
they couldif the bidding was open to the 
world. 

‘Finally, I donot hesitate t») say, that we 
should lease toarailroad corporation rather 
than to a private corporaiion. Say five 
wealthy men secured the lease. In twenty 
years they might all be dead or insolvent, and 
the state’s only security wou!d be the deposit 
of $500,600. That state of affairs was not 
contemplated in the bill. <A railroad corpora 
tion is a never-dying tenant, and they have at 
all times property over and above the $500,000 
to secure the state against all possible loss. I 
hope this lease bill will not be hampered by 
any such amendment.”’ 

MR. GLENN, OF WHITFIELD, 
spoke in favor of tha umendment. He did 
not believe the highest bid was necessarily the 
best bid. Astothe charge that the amend- 
ment benefitted Atlanta, he thought that to 
benefit Atlanta, as the state’s depot and dis- 
tributing point, wos to benefit the entire state. 
MR. GORDUN, OF CHATHAM, 
made a strong specch against the amendinent. 

** All narties,’’ said he, ‘‘ have professed the 
same object. I shail] try to show that the ori- 
ginal bill is the best plan for effecting the 
purpose. In the first piace, my friend from 
DeKally(Mr. Candler) invokes the spirit of the 
dead Oliv@ bill. The princip!s of that bill is 
carried out in the ceiginal bill and not in the 
amendment.’”’ 

* Then I don’t see,’’ said Mr. Candler, ‘‘why 
you, of all men, should fayor the original an 
oppose the amendiient.”’ 

“My dears sir,’’ was the quick reply, “I am 
in favor of the corstitutional principle of the 
Olive bill. Ionly object because botches and 
quacks are trying to administer the medicine 
and kill the patient. I do not believe that 
any member of this house bas an unfair :aotive 
in delaying and obstructing the bill, but eer— 
tainly, Mr. Speaker, there isa strong uiterior 
pressure at work from the outside, and out- 
siders beliind the obstructing members of this 
house have big axes to grind.”’ 

Mr. Gordon referred in complimentary terms 
to Mr. Lamar’s great speech befcre the rail- 
road committee, quoting briefiy from it. 

‘The idea,’’ said Mr. Gordon, ‘is to have 
the Western and Atlantic a central link in the 
largest system. Through it you control the 
system, and through the system you control all 
freight transportation. That’s theidea. Make 
ita partof the biggest system south, if you 
can. Now, suppose you cut off the Lonisville 
and Nashville and Centra’ roads from bidding. 
Then the Cincinnati Southern has the best 
chance at the road, but it- is a much 
weaker system than the Louisville and 
Nashville. Three-fourths of the freight 
of the Western and Atlantic comes from the 
L. and N., and when you lose this immense 
balk and make a competiter of the L. and N. 
your read cannot contro! freight transporta- 
tion as it can now, for tiie Cincinnati Southern 
hasn’t got the trade. If the road must go into 
partnership to sustain itself, go in with the 
biggest man. If.there must be competition, 
let’s be Sullivan rather than Kilrain, 

‘“*‘A private corporation can have only one of 
two objects in view—making it part of a.great 
system by extending both ways fzom the 
rockies to the Atlantic, or seHing out -te the 
highest bidder, thus reaping a benefit that 
the state refused in her ignorance to 
take. When I say ‘sell

oul? I mean 
a transfer of the control, and neither the legis- 
jJature nor the courts can prevent it.’’ 

“Mr. Gordon read figures showing that while 
the business of the Western and Atlantic was 
24 times as great in 1888, a3 in 1870, the net 
earnings were $80,000 Jess. He argued 
further that the building of a road from Col- 
umbus to Birmingham, and the extention of 
the Marietta and Nsrth Georgia, and the ex- 
tention of Mr Wiiliamson’s road from Carro]ton 
to Coluinbus, and sitnilar changes, would seri« 
ously decrease the value of the road unless it 
was part ofastrong system. IHe had nodoubt 
that the Central could lease the Western and 
Atiantic. 

“Let’s keep the Western and Atlantic,” 
concluded Mr. Gordon, ‘‘as a throttle vaive on 
the biggest system that will lease it. Don’t, 
aside from the consideration that you lose 
$10,000 or $15,000 a month rental, discriminate 
in favor of a.weak railroad system or a private 
corporation.”’ 

MR. HARDEMAN, OF BIBB, 
made his first speech yesterday, favoring the 
amendment. 

“Tf tyere is-one member of the house whose 
judement I follow almest involuntarily,” said 
he, “that oneis the gentleman froin Rich- 
mond. (Mr. Lamar.) Lagree with him that 
the best way to determine this question is to 
regard the people as so many stockholders, 
What is best for the whole people, a large 
rental on the one hand, or free competition in 
freight transportation on the other? I hold 
that the latter benefits the whole people, 
whereas the reduction of the direct tax rate 
does not so nearly affect the whole people. 
Cheap freight rates means cheaper bread and 
meat. A lower x rate affects the property 
only, and not the #ecessaries of life.”’ 

MR. HUMPHREYS, OF PROUKS, 
nade the concludtng speech against 
amendment.

Messrs. Erwin and Trammell Have no More 
Doubt on the Subjegt—They Aek the Leg- 
islature to Passa Bill to That Effect. 


There is little doubt now that the Georgia 
railroad commission will soon be in a position 
to regulate joint rates. 

The trouble has been heretofore that for ship- 
ping goods in Georgia the railroads wonld 
charge through commission rates to the last 
terminus and then charge local rates on tbe 
next line to the destination. 

Major Campbell Wallace has been of the 
Opinion that the legislature could grant the 
power to do this, and a bill drawn by him to 
give the commission authority to regulate 
joint rates was introduced in the house by Dr, 
Felton, and is pow in the bands of the genera! 
judiciary committee, of which Hon. R. L. 
Berner is chairman. 

Major Wallace appeared befort the commit 
tee and gave in detail his reasons for advocat- 
ing the passage of the bill and that argument 
and his letter to Mr. Berner have been pub- 
lished in Tue Constrrution. But the other 
two commissioners, Judge Alex Irwin and 
Colonel L. N. Trammel have had doubts as to 
the power of the legislature to regulate 
jolnt rates. 

Recently, however, a decision of the United 
States court has dispelled their doubts, and 
they have written Mr. Berner a letter advocat- 
ing the passage of the bill. 

There is now no doubt that the bill will be 
favorably reported by the committee, and 
passed by the house and the senate. 

The letter of the commissioners is as fol. 
lows: 

ATIANTA, Ga., August 13, 1889.—Hon. Robert IL. 
Berner, Chairman Committee on Judiciary—Dear 
Sir; Major Wallace, the chairman of the railroad 
commission, baying appeared before the judiciary 
cominittee of the house, aud given his views on the 
subject of toe bill introduced by Dr. Felton, author- 
izing the commission to regulate joint rates between 
connecting roads, and having addressed youa coms 
munication repeating the reasons why be considers 
such legislation desirable in order to protect the 
peop'e of the stute In the matter of local 
freights, we wish to state that we concur 
with the views he has presented, and beg to unite 
with him in recommending the passage of the Dill. 

Whatever doubts cither of us have heretofore en- 
tertained us to the power of the legislature to make 
and require the use of j .int rates between indepen- 
dent connecting roads have been yielded by au cx- 
amination of the case ofthe Atchison Topeka, and 
Tanta F. railroad ys. Denver ana New Orleans 
railréad, page 683, 110th United States reports, 
which seem to recognize the principle as being 
Within the power of the tegisiature. 

Indeed it may seriously be questioned whether 
the power has not already been given by 
the last clause of section 5 of the act establishing 
the commission, which is as follows: 

“And said commissioners shall have full power, 
by rules and reguia:isus, to designate and fix the 
difference in rates of freight and passenger trans- 
portation to be allowed for longer ard shorter dis- 
tances on the same or different railroads, and to 
ascerialn what shall be the limits of lim ser and 
shorter distances.” 

We know that able lawyers have consirued this 
clause as conferring the autbority referred to, The 
commissioners haye, however, teen unwilling to 
exercise any power not clearly conferred, and for 
that reason have made no regulation on the sub- 
ject. 

The bill introduced by Dr. Felton removes all 
doubt and confers the power in clear and explicit
